minister of the interior, M. Maklakoff, 


granted recently an interview to the 
representative of the Temps in St. 
Petersburg, which appeared in the col- 
umns of that paper. 

The minister having declared himself 
the enemy of the centralization of au- 
thority on account of the vastness of 
the country which he is called upon to 


administer, declared his intention of be- 
stowing fuller powers on the Governors 
of provinces, and of providing against 
the danger of the abuse of that power 
by the use of the system known in Rus- 
sia as the system of revision. 

By this system a member of the Sen- 
ate is given almost unlimited powers of 
instituting an inquiry into the methods 
of govefnment adopted in any particular 
case, and from the knowledge of the cir- 
cumstances obtained in this way making 
a report to the central authorities, thus 
giving Petersburg control of her officials 
throughout the country. 


Zemstvos Promised 


In moe mt pursuance of his policy of 
decentraMzation, M. Maklakoff intends to 
establish a large number of zemstvos, 
inaugurating these assemblies in those 
parts of the country whtre they are at 
present unknown. eK 


With regard to the police, the min-_ 
ister announced his intention of remov- | 


ing the cause of corruption and bribery 
by augmenting the salaries of the mem- 
bers of the force. He also gave it to be 
_ understood that the entire reorganization 
of the force was’ in contemplation. 
Measures were also, he said, to be taken 
to fight the evil of alcoholism. Regula- 
tions affecting passports were to be 
made the, stibject of inquiry and reform.

SCOPE OF WORK BROAD 


ORMAL, ILL.—TIllinois State Nor- 
mal University, of which David 
Felmley president, for 56 
years has been doing here the 

work for which it was established, train- 
ing teachers for this state and othera. 
Of its 21,000 students, nearly all have 
taught at some time in the schools of 
Illinois. Its 2000 graduates are to be

' found in almost every state from Beston 


to the Golden Gate. Many have attained 
eminence in educational work, and the 


~ yearly demand for teachers who have re- 


ceived their training in this school is 
greater than the supply. 


Pioneer Institution 


This school was opened Oct. 3, 1857, 
in Bloomington, Ill., with three teachers 
and 19 students, and was the first of its 
kind to be established in the Mississippi 
‘valley. 

The early faculty was made up of New 
England men. Soon after the war of the 
its first president, 
Charles E. Hovey, organized a regiment 
and, with most of its faculty and 111 
students of the school, went to the front. 
Ite next faculty was largely drawn from 
“the state normal school at Bridgewater, 
Mass. During the years 1865-1875 it is 
said to have been the leading normal 
school in the United States. 


There is a campus of 56 acres, contain- | 


ing More than 100 species of trees and 
shrubs, and a farm of 95 acres which 
is used for exhibitions and experiments 
in connection with the courses in agricul- 
ture. The present value of the property, 
including buildings and equipment 
estimated at $650,000. 

In 1860 the university was moved 
from Bloomington to its present location 
at Normal, a town of 4000 inhabitants, 
and a suburb of Bloomington. Normal 
is a very desirable place of residence for 
those who value educational advantages.

Expands With Needs 


The university has expanded with the) 


growth of the public school system, and 
while normal] schools are not the exclu-

chief agents, and as such they are ex- | 
pected to build up the professional tone; |

send out the men and women whose call | 


establish the standards and ideals 
is to educational leadership. This school 
now has 50 teachers and the students 
number 800. There are 178 such schools 
in the United States. 

In addition. to the regular terms the 
university maintains for 12 weeks, 
summer school with the largest attend- 
it is claimed, to be found in 
1841 students being 
enrolled at the summer session last year. 
A faculty of 79 instructors is engaged 
for this year’s summer school. 
the school is kept in continuous session 
during the year.

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Ir 18 VERY difficult to believe that tariff 
reform can make headway Against the extra- 
ordinary combination of circumstances which 
is facing it in the United Kingdom. It is 
true that the free traders have enjoyed sin- 
gular good fortune. The seven years otf 
plenty seem to have synchronized with the 
budgets of the Liberal chancellors of the 
exchequer, and it is, of course, an economic 
axiom that the opportunity of the tariff 
retormer will come with the lean years. Even so, the looker-on 
linds it almost impossible to convince himself that there is any indi- 
cation in thé constituencies of a change of mind. On the contrary, 
he finds it hard to convince himseM that the country is not hardening 
its heart on the question of free trade. . 

Invery one knows that one bye-election gained does not make a 
party summer. A series of bye-elections does, however, afford a 
fairly trustworthy sign of the drift of public opinion. The political 
meteorologist of the daily press is commonly an indifferent bad 
prophet. Ljke Nelson, he turns his blind eye to the signals he does 
not want to see; he can become as halting in his arguments as the 
young Demosthenes: and he can wrap up the words of the electoral 
cracle with all the skill of the Delphic priestess. Even he, however, 
is finding it of little avail to disguise the portents in the parliamentary 
sky. \Vhen, in one afternoon, a Unionist free trader almost doubles 
the majority of a Unionist tariff reformer, and a Labor and a Lib- 
eral free trader treble between them the vote of the tariff reform 
Unionist, even the party press is forced to acknowledge that all"s not 
for the best in the best of all possible ‘parties. 

It was a true instinct which taught the “whole hogger” to beware 
of the “tree tooder.” It was a simple calculation by which the “free 
fooder’ arrived at the conclusion that Prince Bismarck and Mr. Glad- 
stone were right when they, quite individually, explained that pro- 
tection without a duty on corn was an impossibility. There was a 
time when the “whole hoggers” had drummed every “free fooder” out 
of the Commons. Then Lord Hugh Cecil forced his way back 
through the votes of Oxford University, and there was one. Next 
there came the election for the Hitchin division, and Hitchin spells 
Hatfield, and the center of the Cecil influence. So Lord Robert 
Cecil, driven by the “whole hoggers” from Marylebone, routed by 
Philip Snowden at Blackburn, became member for Hitchin, and there 
were two. ‘That was only last vear, yet those months have sufhced 
for the conversion of a party in Parliament. A Manchester seat 
lost by a tariff reformer was regained by a candidate who set aside 
tariff reform for the contest. What Lancashire says today Itngland 
says tomorrow, is an apothegm of Lord Beaconsfield, still indorsed 
by the party. Ninety per cent of the parliamentary party faces 
Bonar Law with a demand for a free food platform. A great York- 
shire Unionist paper untfurls the banner of free trade, and supports 
the successful candidate for Westmoreland, in defiance of the party 
leaders. The whips of Oxford and Hitchin have already been 
exchanged for the scorpions of Westmoreland. bs

Commenting on this matter, an Indianapolis contemporary con- 
fesses that it has no actual knowledge as to the source of the reckless 
falsehoods that have been published in this connection; reflecting 
the sentiment of the community, it 1s probably too indignant to 
inquire into the details. The fact that such tabrications found 
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expression and widespread circulation,through the medium of a sen- 
sational press is the thing that calls for most serious attention, and 
rigat-thinking people everywhere, we believe; will promptly concur 
in the conclusion drawn from all the circumstances, that this irrespon- 
sible method of purveying “news,” this reprehensible system of dit- 
fusing exaggeration and commercializing sensation, and this betrayal 


of the public trust reposed in the press, constitute an abuse that 1s a 


disgrace to American joyrnalism.

his part to be disagreeable, that, when the subject of spring house- 
cleaning comes up, he is prone to ask, “Why put it off so long?’ 
er ““Why begin it so soon?” 

To him housecleaning is always unseasonable. Not because he 
does not like to see everything about the house looking spick and 
span. He does. He is pleased to find everything so nice and fresh 
and sweet after a housecleaning, but he is opposed to the house- 
cleaning itself. He is so much opposed to it that if it rested with 
him it would be postponed indefinitely. 

In talking the matter over.among themselves—and they are 
disposed to be more frank then than at other times—men have 
heen known to concede that housecleaning is, perhaps, necessary ; but 
it almost the same breath they confess their inability to understand 
why it should be made a domestic function. They cannot, that is, 
comprehend the woman’s point of view. They are incapable of 
erasping the idea that a housecleaning is no housecleaning at all 
unless evérything in the heuse from cellar to attic is upset. Patient 
vomen have tried time and again to reason with them. that spring 
housecleaning is not simply a retorm but a revolution, but to no 
purpose. Despite everything they sgy, men insist upon maintaining 
that housecleaning is a process that should operate throughout the 
entire year as noiselessly and as smoothly as the law of gravitation. 

Plainly, where the difference arises is in the belief on one 
side that spring housecleaning should be an event worthy of ob- 
servance by the whole household-and as much ot the neighborhood 
as can be aroused by the beating of carpets and rugs, and, on the 
other side, that it is a custom that should have gone out when the 
renaissance came in, if it be true that this was the beginning of 
brighter thirfgs for mankind.

For example, when the third vice-president of 
7 the Delaware & Hudson railroad was being 
examined on the last day of the hearings, he contributed the state- 
ment that the increased cost of coal had not yielded the big coal- 
carrying railroad any benefit, that the producers had shared little in 
it, and that the bulk of the profit had gone into the coal properties. 
In the main, the investigation has given an example of the respect 
that it is quite the fashion, among railroad .officials of late, to pay 
to the state that goes about the business of finding all the facts and 
using the information for adjustment of taxation and other rela- 
tions between the public and the companies. 

The body carrying on the inquiry is known as the railroad board 
of appeals. It has sought simply the correct valuation of the rail- 
road properties, but that is not such a simple matter. The state 
appeared as a party before the board, with its estimates of the values, 
and the railroads responded with alacrity, usually with lower figures 
but octasionally consenting to the state’s view. The board will 
<letermine the valuations for taxation purposes, and here arises the 
familiar question whether an aggrieved company can appeal to thie 
courts. The Legislature sought to prevent the complication, and 
inade the board a final court as far as it could do so in the act creat- 
ing it; but the doubt is considerable as to whether the right of a 
party to have his cause heard in an actual court can be denied.

appropriation is tor five vears, no more than 

51,000,000 to be expended in any one of 
them. The advantage over annual appropriations is that the board 
has assurance of funds which will warrant the undertaking of works 
that cannot be finished within one season and that would be futile 
if not casried to their completion. What most Arouses comment 1s 
the fact that the state is called upon to spend large sums, or any 
sums at all, for a class of improvements that falls under federal 
appropriation as well. There is shown a suspicion that the exten- 
sion ot this tavor to various projects of mimor harbor improvements 
is linked with the requests for the state's turther aid of tlre Boston 
harbor development. The comment does injustice to the advocates 
ot both the Boston harbor project and ot the general care of the coast. 
It gives occasion to call attention to the settled policy of the state 
and the example it sets to other Legislatures and possibly to the 
national Congress. | : 

The Massachusetts Legislature was formerly afflicted with 
numerous demands of shore places for state aid. The corridors were 
often crowded with the advocates of help of some minor port project. 
Such measures were fruitful objects of the log-roll. The time of 
the General Court was absorbed by the consideration of schemes 
that could be given no adequate investigation and they were often 
linked with measures of general legislation in that reciprocity of 
votes that 1s the bane of the State-House. When the radical change 
was made, to appropriate a gross sum and leave its application to 
the harbor and land commission, at least one gain was effected, 
namely, the special bills vanished trom the calendar and their plead- 
ers from the lobby. Greater gain still was that the projects were 
subjected to the more thorough and deliberate consideration of a 
poard devoted to the business and employing expert engineers. The 
changed policy has justified itself and may well be commended to 
the attention of the other states having this class of public works to 
deal with. It seems capable of application to the federal government 
tor the removal of the pork barrel from congressional reach. 

The Massachusetts coast, with its harbors of no slight value 
even though they are not of national consequence, seers distinctly 
a state charge. The commonwealth could not neglect it without 
denial of a clear responsibility and neglect of a general benefit. That 
the rules of caution, of economy, ot a broad and thorough consid- 
eration of the merit of each project in the administration of the 
state’s aid should apply, needs no argument. The amount of the 
state’s grant is debatable, but the way of dealing with this class of 
problems seems to have passed out of experiment and into the clear 
showing of a wise method, 
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RESPECTING contemporary conditions in the

insists is a fact. Publishers’ lists wax, but 
the number of volumes sold per capita in no 
Wise increases equally, nor is the gain in num- 
ber of volumes sold comparable with the 
assumed increase in education, in wealth, leis- 
ure and general culture usually credited to the country on the ledger 
account. If this “expert” rightly divines the cause of this gap 
between producer and consumer, author and reader, publisher and 
retailer, it is because the two latter factors in the matter have failed 
to solve the problem of distribution. They are not sufficiently enter- 
prising in findifig new ways of making potential readers actual ones. 
They rely on old ways of vending, ways so olduas to have become 
obsolete so far as the thoughts and habits of multitudes of persons 
are concerned. It is the publisher who will discover more efficient 
ways of marketing his many kinds of wares than are now in vogue 
who is likely to win fortune; and also the fayor of authors who 
profit by their increased royalties. 

So serious has the situation become from the publishers’ stand- 
point—though this is a fact not hinted at in this particular article— 
that, as we happen to know, it has been proposed recently that a fed- 
eration of book makers be formed. The plan of action contemplates 
employment of an expert secretary and promoter whose sole task 
it would be to devise new arguments with which to*induce book 
buying and new devices by which such: readers later could be 
inveigled into book-purchasing, the hope being that, however trivial 
or ephemeral the impulse that led to the first sampling, other and 
worthier factors would enter later. 

As an indication of how some modern devices that have won 
larger sales for goods that are not literary have also proved effective 
in increasing book sales, let the case of an English bookseller be 
cited, who card-catalogued all possible buyers in the community, 
according to their known tastes as bibliophiles. Here was a case 
where careful study of a potential constituency and an effort to meet 
its special needs had favorable results. In the last analysis, how- 
ever. it is the eager demand of the buyer that determines book mak- 
ing and book selling. If that be lacking to any considerable degree, 
what does it profit a publisher if he be ever so ingenious in pressing 
his wares? If there is “constant perusal of scrappy and highly 
flavored periodical literature,’ men and women equal to the task of 
book reading cannot be expected to be numerous. Here, we think, 
is the kernel of the mattér. There is too much “snippet” litera- 
ture for the people. The effect of permeation of masses of recently 
made literature with the daily infiltration of personal gossip, sensa- 
tional incident and crime, has been to diminish the relative number 
of book readers. 
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No poust if a proper search were made, capable men willing 
aud determined to live within their salaries could be found to fill 
the United States ambassadorships. It might be trying for them at 
first, but the right men would manage, somehow, to live as modestly 
abroad as they live at home.
